PARIS, Oct. 29.—Never before in 
the history of American politics has 
the French nation taken so deep an 
interest in an American election, 
nor has the French press given it 
so much publicity. During the last 
few weeks the newspapers have dis- 
cussed at length the chan of 
both candidates and the effect the 
result of the election will have on 
future American relations. As elec- 
tion day draws near most of the 
newspapers carry columns of com- 
ment, as well as a large amount of 
cabled. matter. They publish pho- 
tographs of Senator Harding on his 
front porch and Gov. Cox speaking 
from the rear platform of his train. 

The Figaro today devotes a col- 
umn to an article on the probable 
effect of the woman's vote on the 
election.
